pane Surrenders Unconditionally : 


Word of the unconditional surrend- 
er of Germany and the end of the 
\ greatest war in history reached Ma- 
doc about 9.40 a.m. Monday morning. 

Germany's formal capitulation 
came at 2.41 a.m. (French time) in 
the big red Reim’s schoolhouse, head- 
quarters of General. Eisenhower, Sup- 
reme Commander of the Allied Forc- 
es in the ‘West. While the official 
announcement was delayed in order 
that it could be announced simultan- 
eously in London, Washington and 
Moscow. The Associated Press an- 
nounced from Reims that surrender 
had taken place. From then on the 
world began to celebrate, although 
the war was not officially over. 

In Madoc schools were. dismissed, 
the fire siren and the church bells 
screamed forth the good news. Flags 
appeared on storefronts, residences, 
cars and bicycles as if by magic. 
Stores were closed and remained 
closed until Wednesday morning. 

In the evening a victory service 
was held in the armouries, which was 
attended by over 600 residents of the 
village and surrounding district. 
Reeve George West acted as chair- 
man and called upon the local min- 
isters to take charge of the service. 
A choir of the members of local 
church choirs was present. The ad- 
dress was given by Rev. Schamehorn.

Prime * Minister Winston 
Qhirchill in a moving address of 
congratulation to King George on 

@ victorious conclusion of the 
war in Europe flisclosed to the 
House of Commons that in the 
days when Britain was threatened 
with invasion, the King practiced 
with a tommy gun and rifle in the 
gecden of Buckingham Palace. 

Mr. Churchill said that during 
the first days of his administra- 
tion in 1940, the King often came 
into their luncheon conferences 
from his target practice. 

“If it had come to a last stand 
fa London—a matter which hai 
been considered at one time,” 


“said Mr. Churchill, “I have no

Majesty woubl 
have come very near to departing 
from his usual constitutional cor- 
rectitude by disregarding the ad- 
vice of his Ministers.” : 

In a warm tribute to the stead- 
fastness and lemiership of the 
King. Mr, Churchill said with emo- 
tion: 

"I do not think any Prime Min- 
jeter has ever received so much 


personal kindness and encourage- 


ment from his sovereign as I have. 

“He is well beloved because of 
hie courage, of his simple way of 
Nving and of hia, tireless attention 
to rluty.” 

Thée Prime Minister also extoled 
Queen Elizabeth for her war work. 

“T am sure,” he said, “that many 
an aching heart has found some 
solace in her gracious smile.” 

Mr. Churchill said the King re- 

eeives him in audience once a week 
when most of their business is 
done at lunch. 
“ “We have the strongest Parlia- 
ment in the world,” Mr. Churchi!l 
said, in conclusion. “We have the 
ébest and most famous, most hon- 
ored, most secure and most. ser- 
viceable monarchy in the world.

@ The attention of members of the Navy, Army and Air Force and 
all other persons who qualify as Active Service Voters under the 
Ontario Active Service Voting Regulations, 1945, is directed to the 
following provisions. 


1. Active Service Voters at their homes. 


Active Service Voters who are in their place of ordinary residence 
on polling day may vote in the manner prescribed by the Election Act 
for civilian voters, whether or not their names are on the Voters’ List, 
on taking a declaration (Form 8A) before the deputy returning officer. 


Such voters may vote at the regular polling place for the voting 
sub-division in which they reside. 


2. Active Service Voters on Leave or Furlough. 


Active Service Voters who are absent from their units but not in 
their place of ordinary residence, on leave or furlough, including 
such voters on farm leave or industrial leave, may poll their votes 
with any commissioned officer appointed to take the votes of Active 
Service Voters, on producing to such commissioned officer docu- 
mentary proof that they are on leave or furlough and provided that 
they have not already voted in the election. 


Such voters should apply to the nearest Naval, Military or Air 
Force headquarters for information as to the location of the 
Commissioned Officer nearest to their present address.

References were made “in these 
columns last week to the fact that 
the advance of the British Four- 
teenth Army in Burma was depend- 
ent largely upon assistance from 
the air because the bulk of the sup- 
plies for that army hai to be air- 
borne, says The Montreal Star. 
Since then an official announcement 
has been issued stating that this 
was the first time in history when 
& ground army was supplied entire- 
ly by air. 


The British Fourteenth Army 
drove seven hundred miles from 
Central Burma to Rangoon, and 


every mile of that drive they hal to 
depend upon military supplies 
dropped from the skies. The actual 
volume was two thousand, five 
hundred tons per day. The territory 
through which the army had to ad- 
vance consisted of dense forest, 
denser jungle, swift mountain 
streams and almost impenetrable 


miorasses. Sometimes the men hal 


to march in single file. To carry 
any volume of supplies through 
such terfain was a sheer physical 


impossibility, The Air Force solved 
the problem.
